hrough the form of ordinances. There 
re other powers to be exercised by 
esolutlon or motion. 
But amongr the 


rdinance powers, which require the 
Mayor's approval, or two-thirds • vote 
f the Council without his approval, 
he very first one mentioned has ref- 
rence to the opening of streets, their 
tralghtening, widening, closing:, etc. 


"Then come these words: 
" 'The Council shall have power to 


pass ordinances, also to open, lay out 
and construct,. alter, repair and vacate 
valks, crosswalks, avenues and thor- 
oughfares In or over any plaza, park 
or grounds belonging to or under con- 
trol of the city.' 


"Under the -old Council the author- 


ty to do these things was not spe- 
cifically stated, -and for that reason 
:his clause was Inserted for the very 
purpose that there should be no ques- 
tion of the city's authority In the 
altering of plazas. 


"The Supreme Court of 'the State has 


passed upon the legality of just such 
measures, -notably In the case arising 
out of a suit brought against San 
Francisco. 
There Is, consequently, no 


shadow of doubt concerning the power j 
of a City Council under a freeholders' j 
charter to do what It- Is proposed the! 
City Council should do with Washing- ' 
ton street.

'Remember this," 
concluded Mr. 


Davis, 
"freeholder 
charters are au- 


thorlzed directly by the constitution 
of the State, and they supersede all 
previously existing charters.

Thomas B. Bishop, whose death was announced a few clays 


ago, was a distinguished member, of the great group of lawyers who 
made the San Francisco bar famous a quarter of a century ago. 
Mr. Bishop's death leaves John Garber, Reuben H. Lloyd and A. 
J. Pillsbury practically the sole survivors of this group of great 
jurists, which included Samuel M. Wi'son, Hall McAllister, Harry 
I. Thorton, John H. Boalt, Judge Stanley, George R. B. Hayes, 
Joseph P. Hoge, W. H. L. Barnes and Creed Haymond 
William F. 


Herrin, D. M. Delmas and Garret W. McEnerney belong to a some- 
what later generation. 


In the distinguished company in which he was cast, Mr. Bishop 


was a strong and successful competitor. He was not noted par- 
ticularly for his eloquence as an advocate or for spectacular per- 
formances at the bar, yet 
in the 
practice of his profession he 


occupied a field peculiarly his own and in which he had no superior. 
As a legal diplomatist, his only peers at the bar were Samuel M. 
Wilson and R. H. Lloyd. His mastery of legal principles in their 
application to any particular case 
submitted to him was unsur- 


passed. 
In his comprehensive method of preparing a case for trial 


and working out every detail and providing in advance for every 
contingency he had scarcely an equal. 


Hence it was that Mr. Bishop was a most formidable antagonist 


at the bar. His mind instinctively grasped the strong and weak 
points of a case, and he moved with a celerity and precision that 
were often disconcerting to the ablest of his opponents. 


But it was in compromising cases and' effecting amicable set- 


tlements out of court that Mr. Bishop's talents shone conspicuously. 
His genial manners, his persuasiveness, his capacity for good fellow- 
ship on a high plane, and his unfailing fund of good humor, together 
with his naturally kindly disposition, rendered him invincible to 
most men when he sought to compose a difficulty or arrange a 
financial dispute 
He tried his greatest cases out of court, and he 


rareh lost. For more than thirty years he was 
identified 


nearly eiery great case in San Francisco 


Mr. Bishop was warm hearted and generous to a fault. 


seqitently he possessed a host of friends, and exercised a widespread, 
though quiet,'influence on public affairs. 
He was a power on every 


intellectual field of combat, and was the beau ideal of a friend and 
.social companion. An old school Xe\\ England Democrat, he exerted 
a commanding influence in his party till the Bryan wave sent him 
into the Republican ranks. He will long be remembered by the 
bar of San Francisco for his ability, his urbanity, his manly and 
social qualities and his keen judgment of men.

Let us see what action Secretary Metcalf has taken. The Chi- 


nese have been complaining of the regulations employed in enforc- 
ing th exclusion act, and have aroused a strong sentiment in the 
Eastern States m favor of either repealing or radically modifying 
the law excluding Chinese laborers. A special committee, con- 
sisting of Assistant Secretary Murray, Solicitor Sims and Richard 
Campbell of the Bureau of Immigration, was appointed to report as 
to what changes could be made in the regulations for enforcing the 
law that will silence criticism and at the same time leave the pur- 
pose of the law undisturbed and its method of enforcement prac- 
tical and efficacious. 
The object was not to break down the barriers 


against Chinese immigration, but to remove objections to the dras- 
tic method of enforcing the law and obviate the incidental injustice 
done to bona fide Chinese merchants, travelers and students by an 
insistence upon regulations which bear with degrading 
severity 


upon Chinese coming here under treaty protection. 


The committee's report suggests changes, either by way of ex- 


cision or amendment,' in twenty-four of the regulations under 
the 


existing law. These proposed changes are designed to facilitate the 
landing of Chinese persons, such as merchants, students, etc., who 
are legally entitled to enter the United States, by doing away with 
the needless and vexatious detentions to which this class of Chinese 
have heretofore too often been subjected. The discontinuance of 
the Bertillon system of identification is recommended. 
Another 


recommendation is that Chinese departing from the United 
States 


shall be officially advised of the conditions under which they may 
return. It is also recommended that,Chinese who have been denied 
admission at the ports of entry shall be notified of their right 
to 


appeal from such denial to the Secretry of the Department of Com- 
merce and Labor; also that the Chinese Consul, if there be such an 
officer at the port of entry, shall be notified of the refusal to admit 
the applicant, so that he (the Chinese Consul) may take the proper 
steps to protect his countryman or countrymen. 


All Secretary Metcalf has done is to approve the report of the 


committee, and this is what the Sacramento Union calls dismaying 
to the Pacific Coast. What nonsense! Secretary Metcalf acted in 
obedience to a suggestion of the President, and the President in his 
last message to Congress took occasion to reemphasize lus^ firm 
belief in Chinese exclusion. There is no firmer or more consistent 
opponent of Chinese immigration than Secretary Metcalf, and any 
discerning person can see that he is laboring to preserve the law 
by removing the excuses for tampering with it or repealing it al- 
together 
To papers like the Sacramento Union, which are merely 


seeking pretexts for assailing him, however, nothing the Secretary 
of Commerce and Labor does is likely to prove satisfactory. 


A Government Ownership Idea. 


One of the stock arguments in favor of government ownership 


has been the postal service. Inasmuch as this service has been al- 
ways conducted at a loss to the taxpayers, citing it has been un- 
fortunate for the government ownership advocates 
Now to meet 


the knockdown proposition that the government has steadily lost 
money on its postal business for a century, it is alleged that the 
railroads are responsible for the annual deficit charged up against 
the Postal Department. The deficit existed before there were any 
railroads, but this fact does not claim consideration from men who 
are devoted to a theory rather than to an ascertainment of truth. 
Assuming that the railroads are responsible for the failure of the 
revenues of the Postal Department to equal its expenditures, the 
government ownership advocates calmly propose to take possession 
of the railroads and operate them. The idea is that if the govern- 
ment owns and operates the 
railroads the mails can be carried 


more cheaply, and hence the annual deficit in the Postal Depart- 
ment will disappear. As a business proposition this is extremely 
guileless. The railroad department would lose in revenue precisely 
the amount of reduction in the charge for carrying the mails, and 
the government would merely be saving at one end and losing at the 
othc°r. The consequent deficit in lailroad icvenue would have to be 
made up by increased passenger and freight rates or by taxing the 
people to pay the cost of transacting a losing business.

Bartholmew J, Foley Goes 


Overboard From 


Ferry, 


Bartholomew J. Foley, rancher of Be- 


nJcfa and a former resident o£ this city, 
residing at 666 Thirty-third street, de- 
liberately swung himself over the rail 
of the ferryboat 
Piedmont 
when 
oft 


Gcat Island on her 5:20 o'clock trip from 
San Francisco last evening and twenty 
minutes later was brought back to the 
Piedmont a bloated drowned mass by 
a ship's boat from the schooner Mary E. 


That the man was Intoxicated at the 


time was evident from his actions, also 
from the fact that the body y after It 
had been submerged In the waters of 
the bay fairly reeked with the odor of 
wliisky. Whether this rash act was due 
to the influence of liquor solely or wheth- 
er he used It as a stimulant to keep him- 
self up to a pitch where he could take 
his life for some unkown motive, is a 
question that probably will 
never 
be 
a.-swe'red. 
The attention of a passenger had been 
attracted to the man by his erratic ac- 
tions. 
This passenger was standing on 
the bow of the lower deck of the Pied- 
mont when he noticed the man walk over 
tc the rail several times and then sud- 
denly throw one leg over and slip into 
the water. 
Immediately the alarm was 
Stven by A. A. Demarce of East O.ik- 
Icnd, and a boat was launched from the 
rear end of the vessel. 
After the alarm great confusion pre- 
vailed among the passengers, who be- 
gan shouting instructions to the res- 
cuers. 
Owing to the darkness which 
was rapidly falling, it was impossible 
for the men In the' boat to locate the 
drowning man and they followed the In- 
structions shouted out to them by the 
excited 
passengers. 
After 
two 
wild 
goose chases after boxes and other float- 
ing debris the search was about to be 
given up when a ship's boat from the 
Mary D, a. schooner, which was beating 
u]i the bay at the time, put In Its ap- 
pearance "bearing the body of the dead 
man which they had picked up, being 
attracted to the scene by the stopping 
of the big ferryboat and cries of the 
passengers. 


BODY AT PIER. 


All efforts to resucitate the man were 
without avail and the body was taken 
tc the Oakland Pier where it was placed \ 
upon, a freight truck and remained from j 
about 7:20. at which time the Piedmont 1 
arrived, until 11 o'clock, when it was' 
taken over by the Coroner. 
The body is that of a man 35 years 


of age, dark hair, 6 feet 8 to. 9 Inches 
in height and weighing about 175 or 
380 pounds. He. was dressed in a pair 
of light gray pants, gray 
underwear, 
c!ark coat, blue overshirt, black socks 
and a good pair of vici kid shoes, and 
a dark gray overcoat. His mouth was 
cut and bleeding, while an ugly bruise 
covered the bridge of hisi nose.

lessly thrown over the upper part of his 
body and a background of inky blackness 
relieved In places by piles of shining 
milk cans, the dead man was "left in
